POLAND EXCLUDES PICTURES 
OF 3 U. S. MOVIE FIRMS 


Government Objects Because Vil- 
lains of Films Have Names 


of National Heroes. 
By the Associated Press. 


WARSAW, May . 24.—Indignant 
over what it interpreted as a slur 
on the national honor, the Poiish 
Government today prohibited three 
American film companies from 
showing any more of their pictures 
in Poland. 

The companies whose films are 
barred are First National, Warner 
Brothers and Vitaphone. 

In two cases, the companies gave 
two disreputable characters the 
family names of men who were he- 
roes in the American Revolutionary 
War. The picture, “The Life ¢f 
Jimmy Dolan,” depicts a dishon- 
ored Polish boxer with the name of 
Pulaski. Count Casimir Pulaski 
was one of George Washington’s 
Generals. He fought for America 
as did La Fayette and was killed 
at the siege of Savannah. 

In “How Many More Nights?” a 
gangster named Kosciusko appears. 
Gen. Thaddeus Kosciusko was arn- 
other of Washington's best fighting 
men. He survived the Revolution- 
ary War and went back to Poland 
to fight for his own nation’s inde- 
pendence. 

The third picture, “The Life of 
Ivar Kreuger,” was regarded as re- 
flecting unfavorably on Poland.

5 and underwent a serious bladder 
operation at that time. He had 
been improving slowly and friends 
said they thought he was on the 
way to recovery. 

A second operation was per- 
formed yesterday for the bladder 
ailment and the patient appeared 
afterward to be doing excellently. 
However, today his heart failed. 

Mrs. Whitlock was with him 
throughout his illmess and beside 
him when he died. 

Funeral -ervices will be Leld Sat- 
urday at Holy Trinity Church. 
Burial will be in Cannes. 

Mrs. Whitlock said: “Mr. Whit- 
lock underwent a second operation 
and appeared to be doing excel- 
lently but, unfortunately, his heart 
was unable to stand the strain and 
gave way.” 

The operation was performed by 
a specialist from Paris. 

Fought for Belgian Civilian Rights 
in Face of German Invasion.

Oscar K. Allen of Louisiana 
congratulated the officers who took 
part in the killings. A Coroner's 
jury held the killings were in line 
of duty. 

The bodies were brought to Ar- 
cadia, and, as the news spread, a 
crowd of the curious collected at 
the undertaker’s place. The town 
and countryside teemed with ex- 
citement: The parade of the pub- 
lic was not ended until Barrow’s 
father and brother arrived from 
Dallas, Tex., with two ambulances 
to claim the bodies. Officers heed- 
ed the father’s plea to stop the pub- 
lice exhibition. But even after the 
bodies had been removed, crowds 
of people stood about the streets 
discussing the killings. 

The mother of Bonnie Parker 
fainted when told of the death of 
her daughter. She stood in a daze 
before the bier. 

Other relatives and friends of 
the two expressed relief, most of 
them agreeing that they were bet- 
ter off dead than taken alive. 

The bodies were taken to Dallas 
where funeral services will be 
held. The services will be sepa- 
rate. Barrow’s mother objected to 
double services. The Rev. Clifford 
Andrews of Dallas, will officiate at 
‘both ‘unerals, however.

Dickinson in Reciprocal 
Bill Debate Says Roose- 
velt Is Carrying Out So- 
cialists’ Program.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Senator 
Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, told 

‘the Senate today an executive pol- 
icy committee had been created by 
the administration as a “super 
tariff commission” and , proposed 
an inquiry to determine its func- 
tions. 

Vandenberg said the council, act- 
ing without congressional authority, 
was receiving reports from the 
Tariff Commission. and deciding 
‘what action should be taken on 
them. 

Characterizing the council as 
“one of the most powerful agencies” 
in the Government, Vandenberg 
gaid it was headed by Francis B. 
Sayre, Assistant Secretary of State. 

Vandenberg suggested it would 
be appropraite for the Senate to 
inquire what the committee was and 
what its power was. 

Senator Dickinson (Rep.), lowa, 
who was resuming the Republican 
attack on the reciprocal tariff bill 
when Vandenberg interrupted, 
agreed such an inquiry should be 
made. Dickinson had been de 
nouncing the delegation of power 
by Congress and asserted none of 

the previous recovery legislation had 
“conferred so much control over 
private industry” as- the tariff bill 
proposed. 

He said President Roosevelt had 
carried out almost all the Socialist 
platform of 1932, instead of the 
Democratic platform. 

Rumors reached majority leader 
Robinson that one or two members 
were “trying to perfect an organ- 
ization for a filibuster.” 7 

He said he was prepared to ex- 
ert pressure to end any such move 
by prolonging daily sessions. 

The Democratic leadership ob- 
jected yesterday to a Republican 
demand for a copy of the trade 
agreement negotiated by the State 
Department with Colombia last 
December. 

Senator Hatfield (Rep.) of West 
Virginia offered a resolution call- 
ing on the department to furnish 
the Senate with a copy. He said 
he had reason to believe it was ne- 
gotiated to aid American oil and 
fruit interests with large holdings 
in Colombia. 

Senate Long (Dem.), Louisiana, 
one of the few Democrats opposing 
the bill, joined the Republicans in 
their demand to see the treaty. 

“What's under the barrel?” he 
asked. “What have they got cooked 
up? Somebody’s going to get it 
in the neck. Somebody’s business 
is going to be ruined. 

“Here's a treaty they don’t think 
the Senate would approve. If they 
are going to load the dice let us 
see ‘em when they fall—give us a 
chance.

Two gas barrages had been dis- 
cLarged during the morning by sol- 
diers when crowds refused to dis- 
perse, but the rock throwing and 
more serious disturbances did not 
begin until after noon. 

Fighting had been renewed in 
the neighborhood of the plant ear- 
lier this afternoon when strikers 
and sympathizers threw rocks at 
the guardsmen, who replied with 
tear gas. 

1500 Workers Released. 

The guardsmen had arrived ear- 
lier today and released 1500 work- 
ers who had been kept in the plant 
during all-night disorders. The 
guardsmen threw a cordon around 
an area six blocks long and one 
block wide. A chilling rain early 
in the day virtually dispersed the 
crowd, which last night was esti- 
mated at 10,000 persons. 

Today, however, a jeering, curs- 
ing crowd pushed forward at sev- 
eral street intersections and picked 
up several gas bombs before they 
exploded and threw them back at 
the unmasked troops.

The appeal of local authorities 
brought a mobilization order from 
Adjutant-General Frank D. Hender- 
son after a dozen persons had re- 
ceived hospital treatment and many 
others, including women and chil- 
dren, were injured.

David Ki-eger estimated 
today that more than 600 tear gas 
bombs were discharged during the 
rioting. The bombs were said to 
cost approximately $6 apiece. 

Nurses and internes at St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital reported that the 
emergency room there filled 
with tear gas fumes brought in by 
more than a dozen injured persons 
when they’ were brought in to be 
treated. The hospital attaches were 
forced to air out the room fre 
quently because of irritation to 
their eyes. 

‘The original demands of the 
strike, a 10 per cent wage increase 
and union recognition, were repeat- 
ed by union leaders.

Barrow’s Career of Crime. 

Barrow never was the leader of 
a large gang, but usually had only 
two or three followers, among 
whom were Bonnie Parker, his 
brother, Buck, and Raymond Ham- 
ilton, convicted killer and bank 
robber now serving sentences total- 
ling 362 years in Texas, 

On Jan. 16, 1934, Barrow was 
alleged to have made a raid on the 
Texas State Prison Farm near 
Huntsville, in which Hamilton and 
four other convicts were liberated 
after Major Crowson, a guard, was 
killed. 

During .Hamilton’s recent trial on 
a bank robbery charge, authorities 
received a letter, bearing Barrow’s 
thumbprint for identification derid- 
ing Hamilton’s statement that Bar- 
row was the desperate member of 
the gang, while he (Hamilton) 
merely followed along. a 

Barrow’s police record began in 
1926, when he was arrested in Dal- 
las for automobile theft. In 1930, 
he was sentenced to 14 years’ im- 
prisonment for automobile theft at

ARCADIA, La., May 24.—“I hated 
to shoot a’ woman—but as I looked 
down my rifle barrel I remem- 


bered that Bonnie Parker had tak- 
en part in the murder of nine peace 
officers. 

“I remembered how she kicked 
the body of a highway patrolman 
at Grapevine, Tex., Easter Sunday, 
and fired a bullet into his body as 
he lay on the ground. 

“Bonnie just got into the way of 
bullets intended for Clyde Barrow. 
A woman like that had something 
like that coming to her.” 

In that manner the taciturn 
Frank Hamer, former Texas Ranp- 
er who has never shot a man with- 
out giving him a break, explained 
why a woman was killed by offi- 
cers yesterday—the woman who 
was the companion ofthe South- 
west’s most notorious desperado. 

Hamer talked of the case for 
more than an hour this morning, 
while the rest of this little Louisi- 
ana town, stirred by a drama of na- 
tion-wide interest, was asleep. 

Trap Laid in February. 

Hamer broke a rule of years’ 
standing—to never discuss a case— 
in order to tell how he tracked 
down Clyde Barrow and Bonnie 
Parker. He disclosed, among other 
things, that the trap sprung on May 
23 was laid as long as ago as Feb. 
19. He told how Barrow commuri- 
cated with his few mtimates in his 
long career of crime—by messages 
laid beneat boards along the high- 
ways. 

The big ex-Ranger, who seldom 
smiles and talks only under the 
most persistent questioning, con- 
firmed the report that Bonnie Park- 
er was addicted to cigars. She had 
written a letter denying that she 
was the “cigar-smoking moll”. that 


“We got it from a filling station 
attendant in Arkansas,” he said. 


“She and Clyde drove into a filling 


station to get their tires fixed. Af- 
ter they were fixed, Clyde stuck a 


pistol into the attendant’s ribs and 


Bonnie walked into the filling sta- 
tion store and got the cash box. 
When she came out she was puffing 
ond a black cigar, the attendant 
Ahead of Schedule. ⸗ 
Hamer and his fellow officers 
had expected the Barrow car yes- 
terday morning at exactly 9:27 
o'clock. It came at 9:15 o'clock. 
Hamer got a “tip” at his hotel 
here Monday night that all was set. 
The plans had been made before- 
hand. The six officers took up their 
vigil on the little red dirt road 
about 18 miles southeast of Arcadia. 
They were on the crest of a slight 
incline, sheltered by a bit of shrub- 


ry. 

“About 7:30 o’clock Monday 
night,” Hamer related, “Clyde and 
Bonnie passed through Arcadia, 
and drove about a hundred miles. 
Never mind what direction they 
drove. They were looking for a 
board along the highway. They 
found the board, but there wasn't 
any note under it—the information 
they were expecting hadn’t come.

“One of the as yet unexplored 
fields for study is that of an hon- 
orable provision for old age. An 
economic as weil as a business and 
a human study of pension plans in 
relation to the employment of older 
workers must be made. 

“In recent ‘years, well-managed 
concerns have, in good years, es- 
tablished a fund as a reserve to 
make possible the stabilized pay- 
ment of dividends over years of 
less or no earnings.

Senator Pittman Tells How 
Certificates Will Issue Against _ 
_ Silver Bought Under His Bill

Nevadan Says Purpose of Measure Is Not to 


Inflate But to Correct Maladjust- 


ment of Currency.

WASHINGTON, May 24—The 
silver bill introduced in the Senate 
by Senator Pittman (Dem.), Ne- 
vada, ardent silverite who negotiat- 


ed the agreement on the white 
metal at the London economic con- 
ference last summer, was described 
by him today, in an interview, as a 
measure not for inflationary pur- 
poses but designed to cure a mal- 
adjustment in our currency. 


Pittman said he expected that 
the bill, which represents a com- 
promise between the silver Sena- 
tors and the President and was in- 
troduced with the approval of the 
latter, would be passed, at this ses 
sion of Congress withott difficulty. 

Very few Congressmen profess to 
understand the bill, and among 
those who do so profess there is 
sharp disagreement as to its prob- 
able effects. Opinions range from 
that of Huey Long, who told the 
Senate the bill was an “all-day 
sucker” and in a further burst of 
figurative speech, a “hearse” for the 
hopes of the silverites, to the en- 
thusiastic opinion of Pittman, who 
called it an immense forward step 
toward the rehabilitation of silver. 


Issuance of Certificates. 

One of the sections which have 
caused confusion of thought is that 
which “authorizes and directs” the 
Secretary of the Treasury to “issue 
silver certificates in such denomina- 
tions as he may from time to time 
prescribe in a face amount not less 
than the cost of all silver pur- 
chased” under the authority of the 
act. 

Purchases are authorized and di- 
rected in order to carry out the 
policy laid down in the act, which 
is that the United States shall ul- 
timately “have and maintain” one- 
fourth of its metallic reserves in 
silver and three-fourths in gold. 

Pittman was asked by the corre- 
spondent about the certificate is- 


j 


—— provision. He explained it in 
this way: The legal monetary value 
of silver—the measure at which sili- 
ver certificates are circulated—is 
$1.29 an ounce. This, of course, is 
different from the market value of 
silver as bullion. The world price 
today is 44 to 45 cents an ounce, 
and the price in the United States, 
by reason of special acts in behaif 
of our own silver, is 64% cents. 
With silver at 64% cents, there is 
50 per cent intrinsic value back of 
vvery standard silver dollar: If 
silver should reach $1.29 an ounce, 
the silver dollar would be backed 
with 100 per cent intrinsic value. 


Pittman Illustrates. 

Now, said Pittman, giving an ex- 
ample of the workings of the pro- 
posed plan, if the Government buys 
$1000 worth of silver, certificates 
at least to an amount equal to the 
cost of the silver, namely $1000, 
wauld be issued. That is to ‘say, 
$1000 in silver certificates. 

Say the silver is bought at 50 
cents an ounce. For $1000 in gold 
or currency the Government gets 
2000 ounces of silver. It must is- 
sue, under the terms of the bill, at 
least $1000 in silver certificates— 
an amount which offsets the 
amount used to buy the bullion. 
The certificates would be redeema- 
ble, just as at present, in standard 
silver dollars, having an exchange 
value of $1.29. 

We do not have to issue (con- 
tinued Pittman’s explanation) more 
than the $1000 in silver certificates, 
in which case we have left, out of 
the silver purchase of 2000 ounces, 
a surplus which the Government 
takes as seignorage. 

If silver certificates were issued 
to the possible limit, we should 
have certificates of a face value of 
$2580, and therefore a certain de 
gree of inflation of the currency. 

The President must, under the 
bill, issue certificates of a face 
value of $1000 based on the pur- 
chase of 2000 ounces at 50 cents. 
He may issue certificates of a face 
value up to $2580. Between these 


vo figures his discretion lies.

IN JOBLESS IN APRIL 


‘Total Number of Unemployed 
7,907,000 Industrial Con- 
ference Board Says.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—The to- 
tal number of unemployed in the 
United States in April of this year 
was 7,907,000, a decrease of 114,000, 
or 1.4 per cent from the March to- 
tal, according to estimates made 
public last night by the National 
Industrial Conference Board. The 


}-board’s figures show a decline of 


5,296,000, or 40.1 per cent, f 
March, 1933, the peak of eit: 
ment, to April, 1934. 

From March to April of this vear 
unemployment increased 32,000 in 
mining, but this was more than off- 
set by decreases in unemployment 
in other fields of industry as fol- 
lows: Manufacturing and mechan- 
ical, 99,000; transportation, 7000; 
trade, 59,000; domesti¢ and person- 
al service, 5000, and miscellaneous 
occupations, 3000. In addition, the 


board estimates that 27,000 new. 


workers became available for em- 
ployment during the month. 

Unemployment has decreased 
since March, 1933, in all industrial 
groups for which figures are avail- 
able. Decreases were especially 
marked in.manufacturing and me- 
chanical industries. The number 
unemployed in this group of indus- 
tries in April, 1934, was 2,500,000, a 
decline of 3,923,000, or 61.1 per cent 
from the peak of unemployment in 
this group in Marsh, 1933. From 
March, 1933, to April, 1934, the num- 
ber of unemployed workers in other 
groups decreased as: follows: 54.6 
per cent in trade; 29.7 per cent in 
domestic and personal service; 148 
per cent in the extraction of miner- 
als and 11,1 per cent in transporta- 
tion. 

In this estimate the workers em- 
ployed through the Public’ Works 
Administration are counted as em- 
ployed. Emergency workers em- 
ployed under Government auspices, 
usually part time, in lieu of direct’ 
unemployment relief are counted as 
unemlpoyed.

The Problem of Under-Consumption. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
—J HE letters from the two women pub- 
lished in your issue of May 17, show- 
ing the crying need of the great mass of 
people for the very goods of which we 
have a “surplus,” are a challenge to ev- 
eryone claiming to be humane. A denial 
of the existence of these conditions, not 
In isolated cases but as a general condi- 
tion, is simply a sop to our conscience and 
an excuse for doing nothing about it. 

The mathematical certainty that con- 
sumers cannot pay a profit over and 
above what these same Consumers receive 
in wages, makes the consumption of what 
is produced a physical impossibility. 
When these consumers do not consume 
what they produce, surplus piles up. Cur- 
tailment of production cannot solve the 
problem. Piling up debts for temporary 
easement of the misery—the debt to be 
paid by the recipients of relief—cannot 
solve the’ problem. Reforms can only 
make the injustice of our present eco- 
nomic system semi-endurable. 

The only solution of the problem for all 
of -us, including the owning class, is the 
common ownership of things used in 
common. It is inevitable. Whether it is 
done without shock depends on our cour- 
age to face realities.

More than half of the 400 codes approved to date 
prohibit sales below cost. Whose cost? Often it is 
an average of costs of all the firms in the industry— 
efficient and inefficient. The is that 
an efficient producer cannot pass his economies on 
to the consumer in lower prices. What is cost? The 
possibilities of padding the figure are infinite. The 
codes authorities dictate the method. They can adopt 
their own definition of cost. Inclusion of prosperity 
overhead on a depression volume of sales may double 
or triple prices. 

The codes for vitrified clay, sewer pipe and struc 
tura] clay products even provide that a manufactur- 
er must include, not his own overhead, but an av- 
erage of overhead costs for the whole industry. Those 
for paint and varnish, electric storage batteries, tex- 


}tile bags, paper bags, motion picture laboratories 


and others, direct that raw materials be entered at 
current market values, even if they were purchased 
at lower prices. And these are but samples of what 
can be done under this innocent-appearing clause. 
Half of the codes contain open price reporting 
ischemes. Under these devices, manufacturers must 
report their prices to code authorities and cannot 
change them without giving a notice of five, 10 or 
even 20 days. Secret competitive bidding has dis- 
appeared. The Treasury recently asked for bids on 
letter files. It received 14—all identical. State pur- 
chasing agents, required to buy on a competitive 
basis, are unable to place orders. Open price quo- 
tations are both uniform and high. 

Where there were no codes, or codes without price- 
fixing arrangements, 1933 prices were 6 per cent 
below those of 1929. Where codes permitted outright 
price-fixing, prices were up 3 per cent. But in the 
open price reporting codes, they had risen 23 per 
cent. Manufacturers who fail to fall in line are sub- 
jected to pressure. The Annals of the American Acad- 
emy of Political and Social Science for May and the 
New. Republic for March 21 reproduce a significant 
letter, in which a code official threatens serious con- 
sequences to a producer who has quoted a low price. 
This case is hardly exceptional. 

The steel code includes a basing-point system 
which requires manufacturers to include in their 
prices charges for what the Darrow committee has 
accurately described as “phantom freight” hauls. 
Mills in Birmingham, Ala., must charge $3 a ton 
more for steel than those in Pittsburgh. Muscle 
Shoals, only 100 miles from Birmingham, is buying 
steel from Bethlehem, Pa. ! 

Fabricators in Youngstown, O., who buy steel in 
Youngstown, must pay $1.50 to $2.50 a ton for an 
imaginary freight haul from Pittsburgh. Manufac- 
turers in Duluth, Minn., who buy steel from mills 
located in Duluth, must pay $6 a ton for a fictitious 
ride from Chicago. The Federal Trade Commission 
outlawed this practice as monopolistic in 1924. It is 
still monopolistic in 1934.

The codes for lumber, cigar boxes, fire extinguish- 


to give the code authority carte blanche to set any 


builders’ supplies and other codes fix a minimum’ 
mark-up, which forbids an efficient- merchandiser to 
undersell his less efficient competitor. . 

The machine tool and equipment distributing, auto- 
mobile wholesaling and motor parts and acc®ssories 
codes forbid dealers, regardless of their relative effi- 
ciency, to sell goods at prices lower than those fixed 
by ‘their manufacturers. The automobile retailing 
code stipulates a maximum trade-in value for used 
cars. Other codes remove established time, trade and 
quantity discounts. EX\very one of these devices for- 
bids competitors to ‘compete on a price basis. And 
when competition is forbidden, monopoly prevails. 

Still other codes fix prices indirectly by curtail-, 
ing output. The rayon, hosiery, underwear, envelope, 
jewelry and all the textile codes limit the number of 
hours during which machinery may be operated. 
Large plants, equipped with expensive machinery, 
must close their doors for a major part of every 
wék. Overhead per unit mounts, and consumer 
prices rise along with it. 

The cement, glass container, ice, rayon, silks, glass- 
ware, clay tile and other codes prohibit the introduc- 
tion of new machinery or the replacement of old, thus 
cutting output and boosting prices. The petroleum, 
lumber and glass container codes fix the total of per- 
missible output and divide it into quotas for in 
dividual plants. Here the producer is forbidden to 
sell beyond a certain amount to anybody, anywhere, 
at any price. If this is not monopoly, what is it? 
It certainly is not competition. 

These measures were written into the NRA codes 
after extensive public speaking and private hearings. 
Each of them has presumably passed over Gen. John- 
son’s desk and received his approval. Any literate 
person who will take the time to read the printed 
codes can find they have been exposed by the Con- 
sumers’ Advisory Board, by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, by the Darrow committee and in a score or 
more of books, magazine articles, hews stories and 
editorials. How, in the face of this, Gen. Johnson 
can keep up the pretense that there are no monopo- 
listic practices is beyond our comprehension. 

It would be quite possible for the Administrator to 
make out a strong case against competition in sup- 
port of controlled monopoly. We would not agree 
with such a position, but we would feel that it was 
tenable and entitled to respect. Perhaps we should 
repeal the anti-trust laws and embrace monopoly. 
But, if so, we should do it deliberately and frankly. 
We should not use a law which explicitly forbids 
“monopolies and monopolistic practices” as an oppor- 
tunity for their creation. Nor should we attempt, 
once they are created, to delude ourselves into think- 
ing they do not exist. 


THE SUPREME COURT AND THE PRESIDENCY. 

Washington. was set buzzing the other day by the 
statement of W. Kingsland Macy, New York Repub- 
lican State chairman, that what his party will need 
in the next presidential campaign is a “man of the 
type of Justice Stone.” Forthwith, Republican lead- 
ers put their heads together and various. Senators 
agreed that “new blood” was desirable. Indeed, so 
much was said that Justice Stone’s secretary handed 
out an announcement to the effect that the Supreme 
Court member was not only “out of politics,” but “not 
interested.” 

Despite this, the Washington talk continued to link 
Justice Stone’s name with nomination for the pres 
idency. Mark Sullivan subsequently discussed the in- 
cident at length, speculating on just what Mr. Macy 
had in mind. It is always a risk to interpret the 
remark of a politician, but the New York Republican 
chairman’s meaning seems clear enough to us. As 
we see it, he used the name of Justice Stone in con- 
nection with the Republican candidacy just as that 
of Justice Brandeis was mentioned among Democrats 
two years ago—in order to indicate the sort of 
outlook on social and economic issues which the 
nominee should have. The times call for outstanding 
progressiyes, and these members of the Supreme 
Court typify progressivism at its best. 

To link the judicial and executive branches of the 
Government in a political sense is to ignore one of 
the finest traditions in the American system of sepa- 
rated powers. It is true that from John Marshall's 
day, when judicial review came into being, members 
of the court have interpreted the Constitution in the 
ight of their social and economic views. This was 
to have been expected. But the instances in which 
Supreme Court Justices have sought the presidency 
or have actively engaged in political affairs can be 
counted on the fingers. 

Charles Evans Hughes’ resignation from the court 
in 1916 to run against President Wilson, Chief Jus- 
tice Salmon P. Chase’s open courting of presidential 
nominations in 1868 and 1872, and the strictly parti- 
san votes of Justice Joseph. P. Bradley in deciding 
the questions raised in the Hayes-Tilden election of 
1876, are the rare exceptions which go to prove the 
Tule, 

The Supreme Court not only is out of politics. 
With no belittling of political activities, it is above 
them. Since that great tribunal is now playing a 
role of supreme importance to American life, Justice 
Stone’s declaration is both timely and reassuring.

OR 40 years, the Clergy Pensions Insti-

During the past week, the President has 
shown that he shares this feeling: he has 
indorsed the Senate investigation of the pri- 
vate- armaments traffic; he has urged the 
Senate to ratify the international conven- 
tion of 1925 to control the traffic; he has 
asked for power to stop the sale of muni-

The problem is opened for study by a 
statement made by the Bolivian Minister 
to Washington, Senor Finot, who objects to 
the embargo and points out that it is an 
injustice to Bolivia. His argument is as 
follows: Bolfvia has no seaport; Paraguay, 
on the other hand, has access to salt water; 
Bolivia does not possess a munitions plant; 
Paraguay does possess one. An embargo 
againt both countries, therefore, means that 
Paraguay can obtain or make weapons, 
whereas Bolivia cannot. For, even though 
the embargo against Paraguay is effective, 
that country would still be able, presumably, 
to obtain the raw materials out of which 
arms are made and then manufacture her 
own weapons. If these are the facts, then, 
theoretically, the effect of an embargo de- 
signed to stop the Chaco war by discourag- 
ing both belligerents would be to give the 
victory to ‘ 

Whatever may be the actual effects in 
this South American quarrel—and of that 
Secretary Hull and his advisers are the best 
judges—the question raised by Senor Finot 
is of very wide importance. Suppose that 
there is no world-wide treaty limiting arma-. 
ments. And suppose that the international

In spite of all this, there are few students 
of the question who would not agree that 
the munitions traffic, promoted by the quest 
for private profit and operating in secret, is 
a very serious danger to the peace of the 
world. How much truth is in the charges 
that munition makers in Europe work up 
international suspicion and obstruct move- 
ments to relieve the tension, I have no way 
of knowing. But there is so much smoke, 
there is probably some fire. In any event, 
it is profoundly disturbing to think of a 
great industry operating across frontiers 
and dependent for its prosperity upon wars 
and rumors of wars. 

Any movement which brings the operation 
of this industry to the surface, where it is 
visible, is surely-a good thing. The worst 
aspect of the race in armaments is its com: 
parative secrecy and perhaps, if the people 


knew more about the race, they would be 


more concerned to stop it. They might be 
less disposed to drift, as they are now drift- 
ing to disaster. Greater publicity as to arm- 
aments is as likely a way as any to arouse 
the public opinion of mankind to bring gov- 
ernments together in agreements to prevent 
war. But such publicity would have to in- 
clude not merely weapons of war, but: the 
materials used in the manufacture of wea- 
pons.

Gov. Horner Refuses to Veto 
Gallonage Tax and Tax-

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 24— 
Gov. Horner has pérmitted two 
bills passed by the concurrent) 
second and third special sessions of 
the General Assembly to become 
laws without his signature. 

One of the measures removes the 
50-cent gallonage tax from indus 
trial alcohol and the other provides 
that whenever the constituted offi- 
cials find property valuations have 
been set too high for assessment 
purposes that persons who paid 
taxes on that basis shall be entitled 


to proportional credit on their next 


payment. 
The Governor filed the two bills 


with the Secretary of State late 
yesterday, permitting them to be- 
come effective at midnight.

INDUSTRY LOAN BILL PASSED 
BY HOUSE AFTER CHANGES 


Measure Now Goes Back to Senate 
for Conference; Provision for 
Credit to Schools. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—The 
House, after shunting aside 20 
amendments, yesterday passed and 
sent back to the Seriate the admin- 
istration’s industry loan bill. 

The Senate had approved a bill 
fixing the maximum total RFC 
five-year loans at $250,000,000 and 
limiting the amount the 12 Federal 
Reserve banks could advance to 
$280,000,000. But the House insert- 
ed its own provisions, which in- 
crease the RFC ttoal to $300,000,- 
000 and cut the reserve bank max- 
imum to $140,000,000. The Senate 
will send the bill to conference. 

Six consequential changes made 
by the House would allow the RFC 
to lend-up to a total of $75,000,000 
to school districts which can of- 
fer good security, part of the money 
to go to pay salaries due teachers; 
stipulate that the Federal export- 
import-banking corporation § shall 
submit annual reports to Congress; 
eliminate a Senate requirement that 
corporations seeking loans must 
first apply to the Federal Réserve 
banks before taking their applica- 
tion to the RFC; reduce the lim- 
itation on maximum individual 
RFC loans from $1,000,000 to $100,- 
000.
